and called It "more demogoguery"' 


"Most" unfortunate," was the im- 


mediate reaction of Senator Thomas 
(D-Utah) who began hia career in 
the senate by presiding over an in- 
vestigation into one of the many 
charges 
Of political skullduggery 


which had been laid at Long's door. 


Long's successful campaign 
for 


the election to the senate of his 
close political ally, John Overton, 
brought an Investigation over which 
Thomas presided two years ago. 


"I had first hand 
acquaintance 


with the tense feelings and almost 
mob desires expressed by partisans 
on both sides when I presided in the 
Cherton hearing two years 
ago," 


Thomas said. 
* While the Utah senator, one of 
the few members of congress re- 
maining In Washington, attributed 
the shooting to the "act of an ir- 
responsible and thoughtless person," 
he warned against further difficul- 
ties. 


"Shooting always invites more 


shooting," 
Thomas said. "It can 


not bring better conditions. 
The 


American system of recall is to use 
ballots and not bullets." 


Not only did the capital laugh 


but even Senator 
Long 
laughed 


when a month ago, August 9, he 


read to the wnate a long report of 
what he said was a plot to shoot 
hliu "right in th« senate." 


The '-plot", the Louisianan told 


the senate, was discussed In a room 
of th& Hotel D« Soto In New Orleans 
July 22 and 24. 
Twt> of his friends 


heard the scheme through a sound 
recording device extended Into an 
adjoining room, Long related. 


By their voices assertedly a dozen 


men were identified as coming to th 
conference at various times but the 
voice making the threats wai neve 
recognised.

They hare been 


huntlig "agitators", according to the 
news dispatches, and 
beating "al- 


leged Communists". 
These are old 


and not at all unusual methods of 
persuasion, whose effectiveness has 
often been questioned by citizens who 
don't like Communists and 
profes- 


sional agitators any better than these 
violent 
reformers do 
They may 


seem to work at the 
moment, but 


tend to arouse widening circles of re- 
sentment among- the discontented. 


But the thin? that gags some clti- 


sens who, being at a distance, can be 
calm and philosophical about it, 
Is 


forcing the alleged agitators at thcl 
point of a shotgun to kiss the Ameri- 
can flag. "Kissing", Shakespeare re- 
marked, "goes by favor", and tbe! 
principle is generally followed In or- 
dinary life with regard 
to that 


amiable institution. Kisses not sin- 
cere and voluntary, are, at the very 
least, duds. It Isn't likely that those 
Vigilantes would expect to make, a 
wlte-beater love his wife by making 
him kiss her at the point of a gun. 
We doubt whether patriots have ever 


made by such procedure. And 


isn't such compulsory kissing, in 
violence and anger, an insult to the 
flag that patriots lore? 


. HISTORICAL PROPHECY 


",-; Nnusually Interesting is tbe proph- 
ecy of the great English historian Ma- 
caulay, written to an American in 
1(57 and found the other day in An- 
napolis. Macaulay wasn't optimistic 
about American prospects. He fore- 
saw that New England would be- 
come as thickly settled as old Eng- 
land, and "hundreds ot thousands 
of artisans" would sometimes be out 
of work. He doubted the ability of 
our democratic form of government 
to cop* with unemployment and pop- 
ular discontent. 
America would-be 


plundered by the barbarians as was 
ancient Borne, he said, but tbe plun- 
derers would bo those of our own 
household. 
"It Is plain that your 


government will never b« able to re- 
strain a distressed and discontented 
majority. For with you the majority 
Is the government, and has the rich 
who are always the minority, abso- 
ultely at its mercy." 


The warning was shrewd, but I 


happens that so far. at least, th 
needy majority has done less "plun 
derlng" here than *n England. Even 
now there is pretty strong resistance 
among our middle claaeea, and* even 
our working- tisane, to 
forcible 


"share-the-wemlta" efforts.

residents ara foreigners, notably Brit- 
ish Indians, British Arabs, Greeks, 
and Armenians. 


•Addis Ababa hills number more 


than those of Home. The royal palace, 
audience hall and new parliament 
building top one small hill On others 
rise many prepossessing buildings. In- 
cluding villas ofMUve European lega- 
tions, hotels, two government hospitals 
and 
churches. 
There ale several 


schools, conducted mostly by Ethio- 
pian clergy and foreign missionaries. 
Recently Ethiopian students have been 
sent for advanced training to the 
United^ States, England. France, and 
Switzerland. 
In many of tbe city's 


wide, winding streets, rough cobbles 
lately have been replaced by macadam 
and asphalt surfaces. Electric light- 
Ing is becoming more prevalent doe 
to the founding of small private plants. 
Since the piping of water from Mount 
latotto has been completed, naOvaa 
can purchase in tbe market a five- 
gallon tin of water for a penny. They 
can also buy Imported foods In the 
stores.

Since 1932 the govern- 


ment has been building two roads on 
ef Addis Ababa.

When 
these are completed, coffee from tha 
south and hides and skins from th« 
north will probably pour much more 
rapidly Into the city. 


Wealthy Have Care. 


"A few of the capital's wealthier

The 89-year-old ruler of, an oil em- 


pire which once spread over por- 
tion* of the entire western hemis- 
phere, died at his Beverly Hills 
townhouse last night.

As a man who left.a fortune In 


excess of 1100,000,000, and whose 
philanthropies rolled into the hun- 
dreds of thousands, Doheny was one 
of the most picturesque figures In 
the history of oil.

ter, Mrs. Leigh Battson, and his five 
grandchildren—were at the bedside 
when the end came.

Ripe, juky New York-frown tomatoes. 


olarity dates back lets than 100 
yean. 
This native of western 


South America was introduced into 
cultivation In Europe as early as 
the 16th century but Europeans 
viewed the wrinkled fruits with 
suspicion and disfavor. In its new 
frowinf area the tomato was looked 
upon merely as a garden ornament. 


Plaat-Breedert Score 


provemcnt was mad* in the fora 
of the fruit. 
At the d«wn of the 


19th 
century, the frulti wete ueed 


to a negligible extent for pickle* 
and preserves but le*i for other 
purposes. Credit for the develop- 
ment to today'* form and popular- 
ity must go to the plant-breeder*. 
Under their care, wrinkle* have 
been eliminated. Perfect methods 
of canning have come into exis- 
tence. 


The ntw crop now on the market* 


has the full flavor not developed 
by the greenhouse type. More than 
that, tomato** that have 
been 


picked green and ripened In the 
markets are less Juicy than thote 
ripened on the vine. 
Therefore 


the very 'best for fre«h table use 
are to be had from the home-frown 
crop. 


How To Bay 


Consumer* will do well to bear 


in mind that tomato** of food qual- 
ity are mature, firm but not over- 
rip:, fairly well formed, plump, 
smooth, of good color and free from 
blemish. There are many defect! 
in tomatoes which are seriou* only 
from the standpoint of waste in 
preparing for table. Catfaees or 
scars around the blossom end are 
typical of the defect* within this 
class. 


Seme tomatoes are rough or ir- 


regulir in shape. They may not be 
attractive in appearance but for 
certain, purpose* they can be u»ed 
with little waste. Those tomato** 
having growth crack* are all right 
for immediate consumption but sel- 
dom will keep long. 
Puffy or wa- 


tery fruit usually is of poor flavor 
and is wacty. Puffy tomatoes gen- 
erally are arnrtt.'ar in shape. Anoth- 
er point worth noting before shop- 
ping for tomatoes is that immature 
fruit usually appear* shriveled or 
is angular in form and ha* a whit- 
ish-green color.

share of attention in the Hollywood 
storybook, and It's time for a little 
lament on the'face's companion of 
the talkies.. "The voice on the cut- 
ting .room floor" deserves a break, 
and here ,it is. 


In the .cutting rooms, where thou- 


sands of feet of cellutoU are cut 
down to feature length and assem- 
bled into.the pict.-e you tee. whole 
scenes frequently .ar« 'eliminated.

tor "drops to the"floor in the process, 
carrying with it. often, his hopes. 
"She was Just a face on the cutting 
room floor" is a woeful refrain in 
Clnemji City... 
Ai The Face Goes . .. 


The "roice on the cut'ing room 


floor" is a regular chorus by the 
time a film has been edited and as- 
sembled. It is a composite voice. In- 
cluding words of stars, directors, 
script clerks, prop-men, stand-ins, 
and various assistants as well as 
lines spoken by the unfonunate 
"face on the cutting room floor." 


Most of these voices know when 


they speak where they will end. A 
director is making a close-up of an 
actor. Another actor or actors may 
be in the scene with him—on the 
screen—but actually they may b« 
on a holiday, off call, this day. So the 


director,' or the script girl, or some- 
one, reads lines to the close-up ac- 
tor BO thst his own speeches may 
be properly spaced and timed. Of 
course ths "mlks" catches every- 
thing that is said, but the cutter at- 
tends fo the superfluous voice later. 
Re snips it off tbe sound track. 


Each icene ends with ttie direc- 


tor's "Cut!" and that gets .nipped. 
Each scene begin* with the official 
clicker—the man who stands be- 
fore ths camera nnder-th* "mike" 
and "marks" the »cenc with tb* 
clack of two boards while he says. 
"Tuttie, Scene B. Take f" or "Bor- 
Mge. Scene 10. Take 3."1 He is tbe 
most consistent- face—and voice— 
on the cutting room floor. 
For PrivAte Shows 


And then there are tbe exclama- 


tions of actors who bare "blown up" 
in their line* during a "take." Tbew 
range from a hearty "I'm sorry!" 
to an eipressive explosion of dis- . 
gust or anger. 


And these latter roices—intimate 


records of how-your favorite stan 
react in the privacy of their sound 
stages to momentary failure—go on 
the cutting room floor with the rest 
of the medley. But not always. For 
prankish cutters have been known 
to save these scrips, compiling 
them into little "shorts" far funnier 
than those the studios release. Un- 
happily, these are never shown ex- 
cept in private.
